J  has  chosen  to  change  its  method  of  Pell  Grant 
■sement  beginning  this  fall  rather  than  lose  the 
ujl  program. 

Pell  Grant  program,  which  affects  approximately 
9^-cent  of  BYU’s  undergraduate  population,  will  be 
■listered  through  the  University  itself  instead  of 
'h  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  as  it  has  been 
in*  past.  The  change  comes  because  of  a  decision  to  end 
thiepartment’s  alternate  disbursement  program  in 
:vro  BYU  took  part. 

Jjder  the  new  program,  the  Regular  Disbursement 
S|im,  BYU  will  disburse  money  from  a  university  ac- 
cfi.  The  account,  set  up  by  the  government,  will  be  “a 
lei  of  credit  set  up  with  a  banking  institution  and  will  be 
dun  upon  as  needed,”  said  Ford  L.  Stevenson,  director 
Paiancial  Aids.

D.C.  The  other  5,200  schools  have  been  using  RDS. 

Under  ADS,  BYU  was  simply  a  certifying  agency  that 
provided  information  about  student  enrollment  status  and 
semester  credit  load.  Students  worked  directly  with  agen¬ 
cies  in  Washington  D.C.  and  received  a  check  from  the 
Department  of  Treasury. 

Under  the  new  system,  BYU  will  do  its  disbursement 
internally  and  students  will  have  their  accounts  credited 
for  tuition.  If  the  student’s  award  is  more  than  the  tuition 
amount,  he  or  she  will  receive  a  check  for  the  balance. 

Stevenson  said  that  the  university  is  comfortable  with 
the  change  because  of  the  basic  belief  that  “if  we  are  going 
to  get  the  benefits,  we  should  do  the  work  ourselves,  as 
opposed  to  the  Department  of  Education  doing  the  work.” 

In  addition  to  alleviating  the  workload  for  the  federal 
agency,  the  dissolution  of  ADS  will  save  the  government 
money.  “The  reason  we  did  away  with  ADS  is  that  the 
system  is  costing  over  $1  million  a  year  to  operate,”  said 
Lau.  “It  is  an  expensive  way  to  operate  a  program  for  a 
relatively  small  number  of  students.” 

He  said  most  of  the  other  schools  involved  in  ADS  had 
as  few  as  five  students  taking  part  in  the  program, 
whereas  BYU  had  about  5,000. 

Another  reason  for  the  dissolution  of  ADS,  said  Lau,  is 
that  the  philosophical  and  operational  obstacles  have  been 
overcome. 

In  the  past,  BYU  has  tried  to  stay  away  from  direct 
involvement  with  federally  funded  programs  because  the 
university  consistently  claims  religious-  and  private- 
school  exemptions  from  federal  civil  rights  laws.  “Philo¬ 
sophically,  we  wanted  to  remain  independent  from  the 
federal  government,”  said  Stevenson. 

Civil-rights  activists  have  fought  against  these  types  of 
exemptions,  saying  that  any  institution  that  receives  fed-

Superconductivity  is  a  non-resistant  property  of 
electrical  conductors.  Materials  now  used  to  con¬ 
duct  electricity  resist  its  flow.  This  resistance  con¬ 
sumes  about  15  percent  of  valuable  energy  as  heat. 
An  electric  current  set  flowing  in  a  loop  of  super¬ 
conducting  material  has  no  such  resistance  and  can 
keep  going  forever. 

BYU  professor  of  physics  Steven  E.  Jones  said, 
“It  will  be  a  few  years  before  there  are  any  practical 
uses.”  The  impacts  on  the  lay  public  will  be  in  the 
conservation  of  electricity  and  in  the  work¬ 
ings  of  electric  motors,  he  said.  “Electric 
motors  will  be  smaller  and  more  efficient.” 

Jones  also  explained  that  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  superconductors  will  cause  such  a 
conservation  of  electricity  that  the  United 
States  will  be  less  dependent  on  foreign 
energy  sources.  “Looking  at  the  conserva¬ 
tion  of  electricity,  it  should  eliminate  our 
dependence  on  OPEC  oil,”  he  said. 
f  '\\  Greater  leaps  will  also  be  seen  in 
*  ’■  computer  technology.  “A  lot  of  the 

problem  now  is  cooling  them  (comput¬ 
ers)  down  with  the  increased  speed. 
But,  superconductors  will  reduce  the 
problems  of  cooling,”  said  Jones. 

“Overall,  the  use  of  electrical  en¬ 
ergy  will  be  more  efficient  and  effec¬ 
tive.  But,  we’ll  need  to  give  them  a 
few  years  to  develop  a  wire  to  carry  it 
after  it’s  discovered.  Right  now 
they’re  working  with  ceramics  that 
aren’t  flexible,”  said  Jones. 

The  main  superconductor  problem 
facing  scientists  is  they  have  not  dis¬ 
covered  the  molecular  makeup  of  su¬ 
perconductive  materials.  Scientists 
discovered  superconductive  materials 
in  1911,  but  the  materials  had  to  be 
cooled  to  more  than  400  degrees  below 
zero,  according  to  a  Newsweek  re¬ 
port. 

Recent  discoveries  of  other  super¬ 
conducting  materials  have  pushed  the 
temperatures  up  to  more  obtainable 
degrees,  and  experimentation  has 
increased  with  these  discoveries. 
The  potential  impact  is  global, 
said  Newsweek. 

The  scientific  race  continues  to 
find  materials  that  superconduct 
at  room  temperature.  “Re¬ 
searchers  are  still  trying  to  decipher 
the  exact  molecular  structure  that 
makes  superconductors  work,” 
Newsweek  reported. 

“The  theory  (which  won  John 
Bardeen,  Leon  Cooper  and  J.  Robert 
Schrieffer  the  Nobel  Prize  in  1972)  holds

ASBYU  holds  hearings

For  the  first  time  students  expressed 
their  opinions  about  the  new  ASBYU  re¬ 
structuring  proposal  at  an  open  hearing 
last  Thursday. 

Jon  Coleman,  former  ASBYU  president 
and  chairman  of  the  restructuring  commit¬ 
tee,  conducted  the  first  of  six  hearings 
scheduled  during  the  next  three  weeks. 
The  purpose  for  this  hearing  was  to  ac¬ 
quaint  listeners  with  the  new  restructur¬ 
ing  proposal  and  what  changes  it  might 
make  in  the  current  system. 

Although  this  first  forum  was  not  well- 
attended,  Coleman  said  the  meetings  will 
give  the  restructuring  committee  experi¬ 
ence  with  handling  student  ideas.  When 
more  students  get  involved  in  the  fall,  the 
committee  will  be  more  ready  to  deal  with 
information,  he  said. 

“We  won’t  force  anything  down  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  throat.  We  will  take  as  much  time  as 
possible  before  we  put  this  up  for  student 
vote,”  said  Coleman. 

Rob  Daines,  current  ASBYU  presi¬ 
dent,  said  the  ideas  in  the  new  proposal 
are  very  flexible  and  any  suggestions  from 
the  students  will  be  considered. 

Randy  Grover,  a  senior  from  Spokane, 
Wash.,  majoring  in  manufacturing  engi¬ 
neering,  attended  the  hearing. 

“I’ve  been  real  standoffish  about  AS¬ 
BYU  from  the  beginning.  They  had  an 
elitist-type  attitude.'  !  stayed  away  from 
it,”  said  Grover. 

In  the  past  couple  of  years,  Grover  has 
seen  a  change  in  ASBYU  and  has  noticed 
some  of  the  work  they  have  produced. 


“They’ve  softened  their  hearts,”  he 
said. 

Members  of  the  committee  presented 
each  of  the  three  areas  of  possible  change 
contained  within  the  proposal. 

One  part  of  the  restructuring  proposal 
presents  a  plan  for  a  Student  Advisory 
Committee.  Currently,  BYU  has  a  faculty 
advisory  committee  and  an  administrative 
advisory  committee,  but  no  student  group 
has  been  established. 

Susan  White,  chairman  of  the  Student

Advisory  Committee  plan,  said  it  is  only 
natural  for  BYU  to  have  a  committee 
made  up  of  students  from  various  depart¬ 
ments. 

“It’s  important  to  understand  the  objec¬ 
tives”  of  the  SAC,  said  White. 

“The  first  is  to  access  and  the  second  is 
to  advise.  The  committee  will  merely  ad¬ 
vise  campus  departments  on  issues.” 

White  said  that  many  departments  on 
campus  would  love  to  have  student  input 
on  their  ideas,  and  have  encouraged  the 
idea  for  a  student  committee. 

Patrick  Boles,  a  senior  majoring  in  ge¬ 
ography  from  Garden  Grove,  Calif.,  said 
he  would  like  to  see  direct  representation 
with  students  from  every  department  and 
group  affiliated  with  BYU.  Boles  believes 


that  ASBYU  has  been  improving  and  this 
new  proposal  is  a  “step  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion.” 

“I  hope  when  I  return,  it  has  all 
changed,”  said  Boles. 

Former  ASBYU  vice  president,  Reed 
DeMordaunt,  spoke  on  the  service  branch 
of  the  new  proposal.  He  said  this  branch 
will  allow  students  to  perform  a  service  to 
their  school,  for  example,  hosting  a  dance 
or  creating  a  painting  for  a  building. 

“BYU  has  given  so  much  to  students. 
They  (students)  need  to  realize  that  it  is 
OK  to  give  something  back,”  said  DeMor¬ 
daunt.  This  branch  needs  to  be  flexible  and 
adaptable  in  order  for  opportunities  to  ex¬ 
pand,  he  continued. 

The  purpose  of  changing  the  executive 
branch  in  the  new  restructuring  proposal 
is  to  make  sure  the  advisory  and  service 
branches  work,  said  Daines,  head  of  the 
executive  committee. 

In  the  past  ASBYU  has  been  headed  by 
a  president  and  vice  president.  Under  the 
new  restructured  proposal,  two  plans  are 
being  considered  and  student  input  is 
needed  for  the  approval  or  disapproval. 

Cory  Eckel,  graduating  class  president 
and  senior  from  West  Lake  Village,  Calif. , 
majoring  in  political  science,  said,  “AS- 
B  YU’s  motives  are  totally  altruistic.  They 
want  to  find  out  what  students  want,  and 
cannot  do  that  unless  the  students  tell 
them.” 

The  next  hearing  is  scheduled  for  11 
a.m.  Tuesday  in  321 ELWC.  Students  will 
discuss  the  service  branch  of  the  restruc¬ 
turing  proposal.  Another  hearing  on  this 
same  subject  is  scheduled  for  Thursday  at 
the  same  time  and  place.

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A  New  York  City  woman  was  charged  Monday  with  kidnap¬ 
ping  her  79-year-old  estranged  husband  from  a  Provo  parking 
lot. 

Anne  Gross  Taylor,  56,  says  her  husband  came  with  her  will¬ 
ingly,  and  she  voluntarily  returned  him  to  her  Provo  attorney’s 
office  Saturday  after  she  learned  that  a  warrant  had  been  issued 
for  her  arrest,  according  to  Provo  Police  Captain  George  Pier- 
pont. 

Her  husband,  John  Max  Taylor,  is  currently  at  a  Provo  medical 
clinic  and  is  under  24-hour  police  surveillance. 

According  to  Pierpont,  John  Taylor  has  Parkinson’s  Disease 
and  asthma,  and  was  unable  to  be  interviewed  by  police  until 
Monday  at  the  advice  of  his  physician,  Dr.  Robert  W.  Day. 
Pierpont  declined  to  comment  about  Monday’s  conversation. 

Until  Monday,  John  Taylor’s  sisters  were  allowed  to  visit  him 
for  five  minutes  each  hour.  The  visits  were  monitored  and  tape 
recorded  by  police  officers,  said  Pierpont. 

But  at  Anne  Taylor’s  initial  hearing,  her  attorney,  Richard  B. 
Johnson,  persuaded  Judge  E.  Patrick  McGuire  to  bar  all  other 
family  members  from  visiting  John  Taylor. 

Anne  Taylor  denies  abducting  her  husband.  “I  said  ‘come  with 
me,  my  darling,’  and  we  left,”  she  said. 

According  to  police  reports,  John  Taylor  and  his  sister,  Nadine 
Ashby,  72,  of  Provo,  were  leaving  an  eye  clinic  at  930  N.  500 
West,  Provo,  when  they  were  accosted  by  five  people. 

Two  women  restrained  Ashby,  while  two  men  and  Anne  Tay¬ 
lor  led  “a  struggling”  John  Taylor  to  a  car.  He  was  then  driven  to 
Denver,  with  the  intention  of  flying  to  Seattle  according  to  the 
police  report.  While  in  Denver,  Anne  Taylor  telephoned  her 
mother,  who  informed  her  of  the  arrest  warrant.  Anne  Taylor 
was  then  advised  by  Johnson  to  return  her  husband  to  Johnson’s 
office,  she  said. 

Anne  Taylor  was  charged  in  the  8th  District  Court  with  kid¬ 
napping,  a  second-degree  felony.  Her  arraignment  will  be  in 
three  weeks  and  she  is  free  on  her  own  recognizance.  “She  made 
the  effort  to  return  on  her  own  and  the  court  felt  (jail)  was  not 
needed,”  said  Pierpont. 

Anne  Taylor  claims  her  husband  has  been  held  hostage  since  he 
arrived  in  Utah  to  stay  with  relatives  in  July  of  1986.  Since  his 
arrival,  John  Taylor  has  initiated  divorce  proceedings  and  has 
had  a  restraining  order  placed  on  his  wife  which  prohibited  her 
from  seeing  him. 

Anne  Taylor  said  her  husband’s  relatives  are  conspiring  to 
“legally  murder”  John  Taylor  for  financial  gain.  “They  want  him 
dead  or  me  divorced,”  she  said.  “It’s  a  huge  conspiracy  to  deprive 
John  of  his  freedom,  life  and  assets.”  She  contends  her  husband 
has  had  needed  medication  withheld  and  has  had  needless  opera¬ 
tions performed  on  him. 

Anne  Taylor  had  previously  lost  a  fight  to  obtain  custody  of  her 
husband  and  to  become  his  legal  guardian.  A  4th  District  Court 
judge  said  John  Taylor  did  not  need  a  guardian. 

According  to  Wayne  Watson,  John  Taylor’s  attorney,  the  cou-

pie’s  Manhattan  apartment,  where  they  lived  for  20  years,  was 
the  cause  of  Anne  Taylor’s  actions. 

The  apartment’s  rent  is  controlled  under  the  city’s  rent  freeze, 
and  the  Taylors  pay  only  $600  per  month  for  the  apartment, 
which  is  worth  about  $5,000  per  month. 

If  the  couple  divorces,  all  marital  assets  will  be  divided,  includ¬ 
ing  the  apartment.  The  building  housing  the  apartment  is  being 
converted  to  condominiums,  and  the  building’s  owners  may  pay 
the  Taylors  for  terminating  their  lease. 

Anne  Taylor  said  she  can  stay  in  the  apartment  with  or  without 
her  husband,  and  the  apartment  has  nothing  to  do  with  her 
wanting  to  have  her  husband  back.  “What’s  wrong  with  wanting 
to  be  with  your  husband?  We  have  been  married  for  23  years.  I 
didn’t  know  anything  was  wrong  with  taking  my  husband.” 

According  to  Pierpont,  police  know  the  identities  of  the  four 
people  who  allegedly  helped  with  John  Taylor’s  abduction,  and 
they  may  also  be  facing  charges. 
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Poindexter  defends  himself  and  North

WASHINGTON  (AP) —John  M.  Poindexter  angrily  responded  to  Republi¬ 
cans’  criticism  Monday,  declaring  that  he  had  conducted  himself  honorably  as 
President  Reagan’s  national  security  adviser,  and  that  “I’m  not  going  to  be 
apologetic  about  it.” 

He  said,  too,  that  he  knows  nothing  about  a  meeting  in  the  White  House  last 
Dec.  16  at  which  —  a  congressman  intimated  —  a  pardon  was  discussed  for 
Poindexter  and  his  aide,  Lt.  Col.  Oliver  North. 

White  House  spokesman  Marlin  Fitzwater  said  he  unaware  of  such  a  meet¬ 
ing,  but  that  a  presidential  pardon  for  Poindexter  and  North  was  considered  in 
December  as  a  means  of  getting  them  to  testify  before  Iran-Contra  commit¬ 
tees  of  Congress. 

Reagan  decided  to  recommend  a  grant  of  immunity  instead,  Fitzwater  said. 

Poindexter’s  break  from  the  calm  manner  in  which  he  testified  before  the 
congressional  Iran-Contra  committees  last  week  came  during  sometimes- 
harsh  questioning  by  three  Republican  members  of  the  committees. 

When  Sen.  Paul  Trible  of  Virginia  suggested  he  had  not  lived  up  to  the  honor 
code  agreed  to  by  all  midshipmen  at  the  US.  Naval  Academy,  the  rear  admiral, 
who  graduated  first  in  his  class,  shot  back: 

“I  think  that’s  a  very  unfair  thing  to  say  and  I  object  to  it.  I  have  always  lived 
by  the  honor  concept  and  I  still  live  that  way  today.  One  of  the  things  you  also 
learn  at  the  Naval  Academy  is  the  ability  to  exercise  independent  judgment.” 


Officials  of  Basic  Manufacturing  and  Technolo¬ 
gies  of  Utah  have  negotiated  a  financial  commit¬ 
ment  to  purchase  United  States  Steel  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  Orem/Geneva  Works  and  have  begun 
preparation  for  the  recall  of  Geneva  employees, 
according  to  a  BMT  spokesperson. 

Rich  Redford,  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  public  rela¬ 
tions  firm  Zabriskie  and  Associates,  said  Thursday 
that  financial  commitments  had  been  reached  and 
given  to  USX  by  the  July  15  midnight  deadline. 

BMT  Chairman  Joseph  A.  Cannon  said  closing  of 
the  financing  is  “subject  to  the  lenders  completing 
their  evaluation  of  the  Geneva  plant  and  other  fac¬ 


tors  affecting  the  purchase.”  Redford  said  it  is  un¬ 
likely  details  of  the  financial  arrangements  will 
ever  be  made  public  by  BMT,  although  BMT  offi¬ 
cials  have  indicated  USX  would  be  one  of  the 
lenders  involved  in  the  purchase. 

Cannon  said  the  lenders  would  complete  a  full 
evaluation  of  the  mill  to  ensure  everything  BMT 
claimed  in  its  financing  request  is  correct.  In  the 
meantime,  Redford  said  USX  and  BMT  are  finaliz¬ 
ing  documents  for  the  actual  property  transfer  that 
will  take  place  July  31. 

Cannon  said  preparations  are  underway  for  the 
recall  of  Geneva  employees  to  facilitate  an  orderly 
start  up  of  Geneva’s  steel-making  facilities.  Ron 
Eager,  also  of  Zabriskie  and  Associates,  said  BMT 
initially  plans  to  operate  only  one  of  the  two  exist¬ 


ing  blast  furnaces,  and  employees  will  likely  b 
called  back  in  groups  during  the  first  week  of  prc 
duction. 

“Basic  Manufacturing  believes  it  can  make  a  goo 
profit  with  one  blast  furnace,”  Eager  said.  “But 
they  feel  the  market  will  allow  for  addition: 
product,  they  will  start  up  the.  additional  furnace

Police  continue  to  search  for  missing  artwork

Iran  says  it  will  ignore  UN  resolution 

KUWAIT  (AP)  —  Iran  said  Monday  the  latest  U.N.  effort  to  end  the 
Persian  Gulf  war  is  “not  worth  a  penny”  and  told  the  United  States  it  will 
retaliate  for  any  attack. 

The  U.N.  Security  Council  unanimously  approved  a  resolution  demanding  a 
cease-fire  in  the  7-year-old  war  with  Iraq  but  the  Iranians  said  they  would 
ignore  it,  as  they  have  several  previous  resolutions. 

U.S.  Navy  warships  are  stationed  just  outside  the  Strait  of  Hormuz,  the 
narrow  southern  entrance  to  the  gulf,  preparing  to  escort  Kuwaiti  tankers 
that  will  sail  under  the  American  flag.  Kuwait  is  Iraq’s  neighbor  at  the  gulfs 
northern  end. 

Iraq  has  sought  a  negotiated  settlement  for  years  and  supported  the  Secu¬ 
rity  Council  action. 

Crown  Prince  Saad  al-Abdullah  al-Sabah,  prime  minister  of  Kuwait,  said 
the  United  States  will  decide  how  to  respond  to  any  attacks  on  the  reflagged 
tankers  or  their  escorts. 


The  investigation  continues  in  the 
search  for  1,000-plus  pieces  of  art 
missing  from  B  YU’s  collection. 

Arnold  Lemmon  and  Wes  Sher¬ 
wood,  two  BYU  police  investigators, 
recently  went  to  New  York  and  sur¬ 
rounding  areas  in  hopes  of  tracking 
down  some  of  the  more  valuable 
works. 

“We  are  at  the  point  of  taking  ev¬ 
erything  case  by  case.  We  are  pro¬ 
gressing  well,  but  now  comes  the 
hard  work  of  tracing  each  piece  down 
individually,”  Lemmon  said. 

He  added  that  the  university’s 
main  priority  is  to  get  the  missing 
work  back,  not  to  press  charges. 


According  to  Brent  Harker,  assis¬ 
tant  director  of  BYU  Public  Commu¬ 
nications,  July  1  was  the  official  end  of 
the  university’s  extended  amnesty 
period  for  the  return  of  any  work 
taken,  either  unknowingly  or  know¬ 
ingly,  from  the  collection. 

He  said,  “There  will  still  be  no  legal 
action  taken  if  people  will  bring  back 
the  missing  art.  We  only  will  bring 
suit  against  those  who  have  deliber¬ 
ately  defrauded  us.” 

Harker  believes  that  many  of  the 
art  pieces  were  possibly  hanging  in 
BYtJ  offices,  and  employees  did  not 
realize  whose  they  were  or  where 
they  came  from.  Therefore  they  were 
misplaced  throughout  the  years. 

He  added  that  these  are  not  the  art 
pieces  that  they  are  as  concerned 


about.  “We  are  looking  for  more  valu¬ 
able  pieces  that  are  worth  $200,000  or 
more,”  he  said. 

Several  paintings  of  minor  or  mod¬ 
erate  value,  previously  missing  from 
the  collection,  have  been  returned  to 
the  university.

Garn  not  satisfied 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Utah  Republicans  have  no  reason  to  apologize 
for  tax  increases  or  other  difficult  decisions  of  the  past  three  years,  Gov.  Norm 
Bangerter  has  told  a  meeting  of  party  loyalists. 

Instead,  Republicans  must  explain  why  the  new  taxes  were  needed,  why 
the  GOP  acted  responsibly  and  why  Democrats  would  only  make  matters 
worse,  he  said  Monday  at  a  meeting  of  the  Salt  Lake  County  GOP’s  Lincoln 

Club.  “There  is  no  issue  we  haven’t  gone  after - Now,  some  Democrats  are 

turning  tail  and  running  over  pumping  the  lake  and  other  issues.” 

Bangerter,  whose  1984  election  broke  a  20-year  Democratic  hold  on  the 
governorship,  said  the  challenge  he  and  other  GOP  leaders  face  is  convincing 
disenchanted  Republicans  the  Democratic  ticket  isn’t  the  answer  to  the  state’s 
budget  woes.  “If  you  think  Democrats  will  spend  less  than  Republicans,  you’re 
wrong,”  he  said. 

According  to  a  state  financial  presentation  compiled  by  Bangerter  s  staff, 
state  spending  during  his  term,  adjusted  fpr  population  and  inflation,  declined 
about  2  percent  a  year,  while.under  Rampton  it  grew  3  percent  a  year,  and 
then  stayed  even  under  Matheson.

Selby  seeks  commutation  of  sentence 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP) — The  state  Board  of  Pardons  will  meet  Aug.  13  to 
hear  Hi  Fi  killer  Pierre  Dale  Selby’s  plea  for  a  commutation  of  his  death 
sentence  to  life  in  prison. 

Selby,  34,  who  has  exhausted  all  judicial  channels  of  appeal  over  the  past  13 
year  s ,  is  scheduled  to  die  Aug.  28  for  the  torture  murders  of  three  people  at  the 
Ogden  Hi  Fi  Shop  in  1974. 

Board  of  Pardons  Chairman  Victoria  Palacios  said  Monday  that  the  three- 
member  panel  scheduled  the  commutation  hearing  for  the  13th  and  would 
deliver  a  ruling  no  later  than  Aug.  20.  .  .  ,  . 

A  pre-hearing  conference  will  be  held  Aug.  7,  Palacios  said.  That  hearing 
will  be  held  at  Board  of  Pardons  offices  and  will  be  closed  to  the  media 
according  to  board  policy,  she  said. 

The  commutation  hearing  will  be  held  at  Utah  State  Prison  and  will  be  open, 
but  only  five  representatives  of  the  media  will  be  allowed  to  cover  the  proceed¬ 
ings  as  pool  reporters,  she  said. 


State  prison  official  released  on  bail 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  federal  magistrate  released  on  bond  Monday 
a  Utah  State  Prison  official  who  is  charged  with  using  his  influence  to  gain 
early  releases  and  paroles  for  inmates. 

Miquel  Quintero,  36,  of  Lindon,  had  been  held  at  the  Salt  Lake  County  Jail 
since  his  arrest  Friday  by  FBI  agents. 

Quintero,  the  prison’s  Ethnic  Minority  Resource  Specialist  for  two  and  a 
half  years,  faces  a  federal  charge  of  violating  the  Hobb’s  Act,  or  corruption  of  a 
public  official,  which  carries  a  maximum  penalty  of  20  years  in  prison  and  a 
$10,000  fine. 

Prosecutors  contend  that  Quintero  accepted  $100,000  from  agents  to  use  his 
influence  to  obtain  paroles,  relocation  assistance  and  early  releases  for  in¬ 
mates,  FBI  Special  Agent-In-Charge  Lou  Bertram  said  Friday. 

U.S.  Magistrate  Ronald  Boyce  ordered  Quintero  released  on  a  $25,000 
bond ,  pending  a  preliminary  hearing  July  27. 

Defense  attorney  Robert  Archuleta  asked  Boyce  to  release  Quintero  on  his 
own  recognizance  because  he  had  no  prior  criminal  record,  is  an  educated  man 
and  a  homeowner,  and  has  two  children. 


Toshiba  Corporation  offered  “deep¬ 
est  regrets”  for  it’s  subsidiary’s  illegal 
sale  of  restricted  machinery  to  the 
Soviet  Union  with  a  full-page  apology 
in  over  500  American  newspapers, 
but  Utah  Senator  Jake  Garn  said  the 
Japanese  company’s  efforts  are  insuf¬ 
ficient. 

“Toshiba  Corporation  extends  its 
deepest  regrets  to  the  American  peo¬ 
ple,”  was  printed  in  all  capital  letters 
across  the  top  of  page  five  of  Mon¬ 
day’s  Salt  Lake  Tribune. 

Toshiba  Machine  Company,  a  sub¬ 
sidiary  of  Toshiba  Corp.,  was  one  of 
the  two  companies  involved  in  selling 
a  milling  machine  to  the  Soviet  Union. 
The  machine  is  a  device  that  quiets 
submarines,  making  them  more  diffi¬ 
cult  to  detect. 

The  U.S.  Senate  recently  approved 
an  amendment  to  the  Trade  Bill  which 
will  prevent  any  future  business  be¬ 
tween  Toshiba  and  the  United  States 
if  it  also  passes  in  the  House.  The 
amendment  would  punish  any  com¬ 
pany  based  in  a  U.S.  ally  country  that 
does  illegal  business  with  Communist 
countries. 

Garn,  who  initiated  the  amend¬ 
ment,  met  last  Thursday  with  the 
Japanese  Minister  of  International 
Trade  and  Industry,  Hajime  Tamura. 
Garn  said  Japan’s  efforts  to  repri¬ 
mand  Toshiba  are  “inadequate  and 
fail  to  address  the  seriousness  of  the 
overall  export  control  problem.  ” 

Joichi  Aoi,  president  of  Toshiba 
Corp.,  issued  the  apology  after  a 
harsh  reprimand  from  Japan’s  Prime 
Minister,  Yasuhiro  Nakasone.  Naka- 
sone  had  said  previously  that  the  sale 


was  “a  grave  act  of  betrayal  not  only 
to  the  United  States  and  other  coun¬ 
tries,  but  also  to  the  Japanese  peo¬ 
ple.” 

Although  Toshiba  Corp.  claims  no 
knowledge  or  responsibility  for  the 
sale,  Aoi  said,  “Toshiba  Corp.,  as  a 
majority  shareholder  of  TMC,  pro¬ 
foundly  apologizes  for  these  past  ac¬ 
tions  by  a  subsidiary  of  Toshiba. 
Toshiba  shares  the  shock  and  anger  of 
the  American  people,  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  Congress.” 

Both  the  president  and  the  chair¬ 
man  of  Toshiba  Corp.  resigned  to 
show  their  regret.  Aoi  said,  “For  the 
Japanese  business  world,  this  is  the 
highest  form  of  apology.” 

Toshiba  Corp.  also  “obtained  the 
resignation  of  the  president  of  TMC 
and  the  three  other  board  members 
who  had  corporate  responsibility  for 
the  conduct  of  those  TMC  employees 
actually  involved.” 

“In  TMC,  the  subsidiary  where  the 
diversion  occurred,  wrongdoers  are 
now  being  prosecuted,”  said  Aoi.  “We 
have  authorized  an  extensive  investi¬ 
gation  to  find  all  the  facts  concerning 
TMC’s  actions  and  to  design  safe¬ 
guards  to  prevent  repetition  of  such 
conduct.”  In  order  to  prevent  any  fu¬ 
ture  problems,  Aoi  said  Toshiba  “im¬ 
mediately  directed  all  our  companies 
to  institute  stringent  measures 
guarding  more  securely  against  this 
kind  of  misconduct.” 

Garn  called  the  Toshiba  case  “the 
straw  that  broke  the  camel’s  back. 
Now  I  want  to  take  drastic  measures. 
I  want  to  see  us  stop  enhancing  the 
Soviet  Union’s  national  defense  for  a 
few  dollars  or  a  few  yen.  It’s  time  to 
let  the  world  know  we’re  not  going  to 
allow  these  violations  anymore.”

eral  money  should  have  to  comply 
with  federal  civil-rights  laws. 

As  it  stands  now,  because  of  a  1984 
Supreme  Court  decision  in  the  Grove 
City  College  vs.  Bell  case,  only  the 
“program  or  activity”  that  receives 
federal  funds  must  obey  federal  anti- 
discrimination  bans  mandated  by  Ti¬ 
tle  IX  of  the  1972  Education  Act 
Amendments. 

Because  of  this  decision,  “the  only 
office  on  campus  that  had  to  be  in 
compliance  was  Financial  Aids,”  said 
Stevenson. 

Currently,  there  is  legislation  be¬ 
fore  the  Senate  that  has  been  pro¬ 
posed  to  overturn  the  Grove  City  de¬ 
cision.  Contained  within  the 
legislation,  called  the  Civil  Rights 
Restoration  Act  of  1987,  is  a  religious 
exemption  that  officials  feel  will  pro¬ 
tect  BYU. 

“It  applies  to  schools  wholly  con¬ 
trolled  by  churches.  BYU  and  The 
Catholic  University  of  America  are 
the  only  two  that  might  even  qualify 
for  that  because  their  boards  are 
wholly  controlled  by  church  officials,” 
said  David  Porter,  Utah  Press  Secre¬ 
tary  for  Senator  Orrin  Hatch,  R- 
Utah. 

The  legislation  is  now  before  the 
full  Senate,  but  it  is  “up  to  the  mercy 
of  the  majority  leader  as  to  when  it 
will  come  up  for  a  vote,”  said  Porter. 

He  said  it  may  or  may  not  come 
before  the  full  Senate  before  it  re¬ 
cesses  in  August. 

Stevenson  said  that  he  and  others 
on  campus  are  constantly  monitoring 
the  status  of  the  legislation. 

With  the  assurance  of  a  strong  reli¬ 
gious  exemption  within  the  bill, 
B  YU’s  Board  of  Trustees  made  up  of 
leaders  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  which  owns  and 
operates  the  university,  went  ahead 
and  approved  the  change  in  Pell 
Grant  disbursement  system,  said 
Stevenson. 

The  main  benefits  of  the  change  are 
for  students,  he  said.  If  they  applied 
early  enough,  students  will  be  able  to 
have  their  tuition  paid  before  the  tu¬ 
ition  deadline  and  any  excess  money 
will  be  available  one  week  after  school 
starts.  The  processing  will  take  sig¬ 


nificantly  less  time  and  students  will 
not  have  to  apply  for  short-term  loans 
while  waiting  for  Pell  Grant  pay¬ 
ments  to  arrive.

Dandelions:  an  all-purpose  weed

Dandelions  may  be  the  salvation  of 
poor,  hungry  students. 

Yes,  the  lawn  weed  that  always 
made  your  father  say  bad  words.  The 
same  plant  that  was  obviously  part  of 
the  thorns  and  thistles  curse  put  on 
Adam  and  Eve. 

The  fact  is,  every  part  of  the  plant 
is  edible  and  can  supplement  the  few 
rations  you  can  afford  from  discount 
grocery  stores.

Poland  they  discovered  expansive 
fields  of  cultivated  dandelions.  The 
Polish  used  the  latex  to  make  rubber. 
Maybe  you  could  make  yourself  some 
new  galoshes  or  retreads  for  your 
skateboard  wheels. 


The  stigmatized  flower  probably 
originated  in  Greece,  but  now  it’s 
found  about  every  place  in  the  world 
—  except  the  BYU  campus.  Yet,  an 
organization  called  “Save  the  Dande¬ 
lion”  was  formed  in  the  early  1970s  to 
ensure  the  plant’s  survival.  Not  many 
conservation  groups  can  claim  such 
jhenomenal  success,  but  the  danrie- 
ion  crusaders  are  entirely  in  debt  to 
their  namesake. 

Dandelions  don’t  really  need  help 
from  anybody  to  survive.  They  put 
rabbits  to  shame  when  it  comes  to 
reproduction. 

How  many  organisms  in  this  world 
can  reproduce  three  different  ways? 
One,  the  root  can  regenerate  a  new 
plant;  two,  the  plant  can  seed  with 
pollination;  and  three,  it  can  seed 
without  pollination. 

Mow  them  down  and  the  next  day 
they’re  back. 

The  toothy  leaves  crowd  out  the 
sturdiest  of  grasses.  They  speckle  the 
homogeneous  green  lawns  of  the  local 
apartment  complexes  with  blotches  of 
yellow,  then  blotches  of  puffy  white, 
then  blotches  of  yellow  again,  then 
back  to  white. 

Keeping  the  lawn  cut  close  only  en¬ 
courages  dandelions.  Sounds  like  a 
pretty  good  excuse  not  to  mow  the 
lawn. 

There  you  have  it.  The  cupboards 
should  never  be  bare  again.  Fill  them 
with  dried  dandelion  parts,  a  univer¬ 
sal  and  ever-present  source  of  food. 
Pay  your  fall  tuition  and  skip  buying 
food  for  a  few  weeks.

The  true  story  of  a  young  man’s 
quick  rise  to  stardom  and  tragic  death 
at  age  17  are  documented  in  the  new 
movie  “La  Bamba.” 

The  movie  stars  Lou  Diamond 
Philips  as  Richardo  Valenzuela,  bet¬ 
ter  known  as  Ritchie  Valens,  a  young 
music  star  who  was  killed  in  a  1959 
plane  crash  along  with  Buddy  Holly 
and  the  Big  Bopper. 

The  movie  has  a  predictable  ending 
and  death  is  an  overriding  theme 
throughout. 


The  death  of  Valens’  father  and  Va¬ 
lens’  frequent  nightmares  became  a 
preoccupation  with  the  young  singer. 

But  although  “La  Bamba”  talks 
about  the  father  (who  dies  before  the 
start  of  the  film),  it  leaves  some  unan¬ 
swered  questions.  How  did  the  father 
fit  into  Valens’  life?  What  was  their 
relationship?  The  father  is  the  cause 
of  a  major  conflict  between  Valens 
and  his  brother  Bob.  During  the  film 
the  audience  learns  that  Bob  has  a 
different  father  than  Ritchie  does. 
The  conflict  is  evident  but  the  back¬ 
ground  information  on  the  character 
is  vague.

Another  problem  with  the  film  is 
that  it  is  anti-climatic  to  learn  of  Va¬ 
lens’  death  over  the  radio.  The  lack  of 
build-up  for  the  ending  lessens  the 
impact  and  leaves  the  audience  de¬ 
pressed. 

The  movie  is  written  and  directed 
by  Luis  Valdez.  The  script  leads  the 
audience  to  see  how  Valens  struggled 
with  his  personal  relationships,  par¬ 
ticularly  with  his  brother  and  girl¬ 
friend.  It  also  shows  the  need  he  had 
to  take  care  of  his  family.  Valens  used 
his  music  not  only  to  achieve  personal 
success  but  as  a  means  to  support  his 
family.  The  art  direction  is  realistic 
and  the  film  does  a  adequate  job  of 
taking  the  audience  back  to  the  late 
1950s.  Costumes,  music  arid  setting 
appear  authentic. 


Philips  is.  effective  in  displaying  the 
boyishness  of  Valens  and  gives  a 
strong  performance  in  the  leading 
role  —  for  the  most  part.  The  acting  is 
weak  in  some  scenes,  particularly  in 
his  confrontations  with  his  brother. 
Philips  is  convincing  but  sometimes 
lacks  intensity. 

His  best  line  comes  when  talking  to 
his  girlfriend,  “I’m  going  to  be  a  star 
and  stars  don’t  fall  out  of  the  sky,  do 
they?” 

Throughout  the  film,  Valens  strug¬ 
gles  with  his  brother  Bob.  Even 
though  they  were  very  close,  Bob  was 
always  causing  trouble,  drinking  and 
taking  drugs. 

When  Valens  died  he  had  three 
songs  on  the  charts  including  “La 
Bamba”  and  a  song  written  for  his 
girlfriend,  Donna.  The  movie  is 
funny,  sad  and  realistic.  It  seems  to 
show  who  Ritchie  Valens  really  was. 
It’s  tragic  ending  leaves  the  audience 
wondering  at  a  fallen  star. 

The  movie  is  rated  PG-13.  It  con¬ 
tains  profanity,  violence,  adult  situa¬ 
tions  and  drug  -  related  situations.

One  of  Utah’s  premier  fishing 
streams  is  winding  down  Provo 
Canyon  at  this  moment,  waiting  for 
people  to  wet  a  line  and  cast  their 
cares  away  for  a  few  hours. 

The  Provo  River  is  open  year  round 
for  serious  fishermen  or  anyone  who 
wants  to  simply  relax  and  enjoy  the 
outdoors.  Ray  Remund,  wildlife  in¬ 
formation  officer,  said,  “The  Provo 
River  is  one  of  the  best  streams  in  the 
state  for  fishing.” 

The  river’s  most  popular  time  is  in 
the  evening  when  people  get  off  work 
or  get  out  of  school.  They  like  to  go  up 
there  and  enjoy  the  cool  breezes  of  the 
canyon. 

Rick  Brittain,  19,  of  Pleasant 
Grove,  fishes  on  the  Provo  River  six 
times  a  week.  “Pm  usually  up  here 
every  day.  after:!,  get  off  work,”  he 
said. 

Todd  Sorensen,  20,  and  Lainie 
Sorensen,  18,  both  of  Pleasant  Grove, 
said  they  go  fishing  to  relax,  but 
added  if  they  don’t  catch  anything  it’s 
not  relaxing. 

Remund  said  the  river  is  heavily 
stocked  with  Rainbow  Trout  below 
the  Olmstead  diversion  dam.  This  is 
called  the  bait  area.  Above  the  diver¬ 
sion  dam,  fisherman  are  limited  to  ar¬ 
tificial  lures.  The  dam  is  located  ap¬ 
proximately  one  mile  up  the  canyon 
from  Bridal  Veil  Falls. 

Remund  referred  to  the  upper  part 
as  a  wild-fish  stream.  It  contains 


mostly  German  Browns  and  a  few 
Rainbow  Trout.  He  said  the  limit  on 
this  part  of  the  river  is  two  trout,  15 
inches  long  or  less.  If  the  fish  is  bigger 
than  that,  he  said,  toss  it  back. 

Cheese  and  worms  are  the  most 
common  bait  in  the  bait  area  where 
the  regular  limit  of  eight  fish  applies. 
For  the  artificial  lure  area,  spinners 
and  flys  are  appropriate. 

Remund  said  they  are  “trying  to 
encourage  people  to  recognize  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  upper  and  lower 
parts  of  the  river.”  If  people  follow 
the  established  guidelines  it  will  not 
upset  the  delicate  balance  the  river 
maintains,  he  said. 

Many  people  take  their  families 
fishing  with  them.  Kevin  Newby,  23, 
a  senior  from  Provo  majoring  in  En¬ 
glish,  enjoys  fishing  with  his  wife.  He 
said  she  fishes,  but  she  won’t  bait  the 
hook, , 

,  ,,  Br.e'f  Farr,  24,  of  Spanish  Fork, 
said,  “I  like  to  get  away  from  my  job 
and  enjoy  the  mountains  with  my 
family.” 

For  many  serious  fishermen,  fish¬ 
ing  can  almost  be  a  spiritual  experi¬ 
ence.  Robert  Day,  19,  of  Provo,  said, 
“For  me  fishing  is  stimulating,  yet 
relaxing.  It  helps  me  to  escape  reality 
for  a  few  hours  at  a  time.”  Day  said  he 
likes  to  “pull  up  a  rock  and  anticipate 
the  possibilities.” 

Remund  said  the  river  is  heavily 
stocked  right  before  holidays.  With 
the  July  24th  holiday  this  week  it 
might  not  be  a  bad  time  to  pull  up  a 
rock  and  wet  a  line.

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Life  without  stress?  No  way

Life  without  stress  would  be  boring 
according  to  a  former  B  YU  instructor 
who  spoke  at  the  grand  opening  of  the 
Charter  Counseling  Center  July  16. 

“An  optimal  level  of  stress  is 
needed  in  life,  although  too  much  or 
too  little  is  bad  for  our  health,”  said 
Maxine  Murdock,  who  received  her 
doctorate  in  clinical  psychology  from 
BYU. 

She  was  also  BYU  faculty  member 
for  10  years. 

Everyone  needs  to  learn  to  deal 
with  stress  because  there  is  no  end  to 
it,  said  Murdock.  Stress  affects  ev¬ 
eryone  in  many  different  ways,  in¬ 
cluding  getting  headaches,  breaking 
out,  eating  or  not  eating  and  sleeping 
or  not  sleeping. 

Since  stress  cannot  be  avoided,  it 
must  be  dealt  with  by  learning  to 
manage  it,  said  Murdock. 

“Everyone  needs  to  find  something 
that  relaxes  them,”  said  Murdock. 
There  are  a  variety  of  relaxation  tools 
such  as  physical  activity,  movies, 
reading,  singing,  dancing  and  any¬ 
thing  else  that  is  enjoyable. 

In  the  busy  world,  life  is  constantly 
changing,  and  when  people  are  busy, 
they  tend  to  notice  only  the  negative 
in  a  situation,  said  Murdock. 

According  to  Murdock,  there  are 
many  ways  to  handle  stress  effec¬ 
tively  such  as  adding  balance  to  life, 
taking  “time  out,”  expanding  your 
network  of  friends,  relaxing  and 
walking. 

Stress  has  many  sources,  most  of 
which  are  related  to  change. 

One  way  to  deal  with  a  stressful 
situation  is  to  realize  there  is  an  end  to 
a  problem,  and  that  if  a  goal  is 
reached,  credit  should  be  given,  said 
Murdock. 

Facilities  such  as  Charter  Counsel¬ 
ing  Center  are  for  people  in  the  com¬ 
munity  who  want  help  with  their 
problems,  said  Cathy  Mecham,  assis¬ 
tant  marketing  director. 

These  centers  operate  on  an  out-pa¬ 
tient  basis,  dealing  with  problems 
such  as  depression,  eating  disorders, 
alcohol  abuse  and  drug  abuse,  said 
Mecham. 

Murdock  is  currently  the  director 
of  the  eating-disorder  program  at 
Charter  Canyon  Hospitals. 

She  has  conducted  drug  treatment 
programs,  and  also  performed  psy¬ 
chological  assessments  for  the  adult 
unit  of  probation  and  parole  units  at 
the  Utah  State  Prison.

Also,  they  believed  that  God  in 
heaven  cared  about  whether  or  not 
they  were  free  because  he  intended 
they  should  be  the  best  they  could  be, 
said  Baker. 

Not  only  did  America  offer  the  op¬ 
portunity  for  people  to  do  their  best, 
but  it  also  let  people  receive  the  re¬ 
wards  for  their  work,  he  said.  “In  Eu¬ 
rope  one  of  the  qualities  of  a  gentle¬ 
man  was  he  had  land.  In  America,  if 
you  worked  hard  enough  in  the  course 
of  your  lifetime,  you  could  have  an 
estate,”  said  Baker.  “The  idea  was 
pervasive  all  over  America  that  if  a 
man  would  work  hard,  have  integrity 
and  his  health  didn’t  break,  he  could 
become  as  much  of  a  gentleman  as 
anybody  else.” 

Issues  such  as  Shays’s  Rebellion, 
delinquent  taxes,  interstate  trades 
and  inadequacies  within  the  Articles 
of  Confederation  were  problems,  and 
they  were  probably  the  stimuli  that 
got  the  founders  going.  But  the  prob¬ 
lems  were  not  sufficient  to  keep  the 
delegates  in  Philadelphia,  said  Baker. 

According  to  Baker,  once  they  got 
together,  the  question  of  how  to  han¬ 
dle  Shays’s  Rebellion  was  a  little  tiny 
paragraph  or  a  very  little  sentence 
tucked  away  somewhere.  More  im¬ 
portant  to  the  delegates  was  to  ad¬ 
dress  themselves  to  the  real  princi¬ 
ples.  They  did  not  try  to  create  a 
system  that  would  answer  the  issues, 
said  Baker. 

Many  of  the  people  at  the  conven¬ 
tion  were  political  enemies.  But  the 
notion  that  men  needed  to  be  free  was 
strong  enough  that  they  were  willing 
to  set  aside  their  political  disagree¬ 
ments  in  order  to  come  up  with  a  sys¬ 
tem  whereby  people  could  be  free.
